rtrongholds at points where the Amal- 
gamated claims the greatest strength. 


The steel officials are inclined to min- 


imize the sympathetic assistance which 
tue Amalgamated association will get. 
One official stated the matter this-way: 
"What can the machinists do? 
Have 


they not just been beaten?

D^d they aid the fire- 


men?" 


President Shaffer end his associates, 


on the other hand, Insist that tlie strike 
order will be generally obeyed, and that 
they will obtain more than enough sup- 
port to cripple the steel corporation. 
"AVe have those people licked to a stand- 
still, already," was the way that Vic« 
President-elect Gibson voiced the feel- 
ings of the Amalgamated people. 


With both sides arming for the con- 


flict and a general 
strike so near at 


hand, many ordinarily well-informed 
persons hold the belief that there will 
yet be a settlement of the strike. Some- 
of the men who predict settlement be- 
lieve there will be outside intervention 
from powerful interests and a submis- 
sion of the dispute to arbitration. Dif- 
ferent men of national reputation have 
been named in this connection, but if 
efforts are being put forth in that di- 
rection they have not yet appeared upon 
the surf atv. 


President Shaffer devoteJ yesterday 


to a conference with 1'resi Jimt Uompers 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
who came here for a personal study of 
the situation before committing hira- 
eelf or his organization in any manner. 
Toe conference reached no conclusion 
and, unless 41ierc is an alteration of 
plans, will be resumed today. 


President Gompers would say noth- 


ing other than that he had come here to 
look the situation over and consult with 
President Shaffer. 
President Shaffer 


also declined to talk about the confer- 
ence. 
The strikers are very anxious 


to secure the active co-op3ration of the 
Federation of Labor, and many of them 
express their confidence in getting it. 


The steel corporation succeeded yes- 


terday in getting the Farm mill at the 
Lindsay & McCutcheon plant and an- 
other mill at the Clark wo:-ks in opera- 
tion 
They also received reports that 


at Hyde Park four of the mills did per- 
fect work, and an announcement from 
W^ellsville, O., that the strike was vir- 
tually over there. 
They met with no 


' opposition at any of the four points 


where thuy have reopened mills, and ex- 
press their satisfaction at the progress 
made. 


The strikers insist that there are not 


enough meu at the Lindsay Ac McCutch- 
eon establishment to operate the one 
mill started, andjprcdictert that it would 
close down during the 'day. 
It was 


kept going, however, until night. 


The steel corporation is evidently put- 


ting forth its greatest effort at Pitis- 
burg, the headquarters of the strike, 
for the moral effect elsewhere. 


The first act of violence occurred at 


Natrona, when a foreigner was'shot, 
presumably by strikers. He was not 
seriously Injured. 
There were six or 


eight shots fired from the hill back of 
the Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing 
Works by strikers, who arc trying to 
frighten the new men away. A heavy 
guard of special policemen has been 
put on for the protection of the work- 
men. 


The strike leaders plan a series of 


rallies for the closing day of their pre- 
liminary campaign.

be held at Cascade Park, Newcastle, 
and its managers claim that 25,000 
workinarmen. will participate in it.

from the tunnel. 


"In the tunnel were found several 


cubes of peculiar chalk which had evi- 
dently been used to smojher the grind- 
ing sound made by the drill by which 
the floor plate of the vault bad been 
bored, aud pieces of choll< like them 
were discovered In Winter's residence. 


"In the tabln was also found a ftew 


Implement designed to cut gas pipe. A 
small electric battery and a tiny elec- 
tric bulb, the latter being covered with 
dirt similar to that in the tunnel, was 
found in the cabin. 
Winter had been 


seen late at night in.the vicinity of the 
railroad tunnel several times by per- 
sons who had -occasion to pass that 
•way." 


Winter, however, stoutly maintains 


thnt he knows nothing about tbo rob 
bery.

ROOF LIFTED BY WIND 


After Many Had Sought Its 


Shelter From Storm

MAN AND WGMAN KILLED 


Latter Wag Struck by Large Travel* 


lux Crane Which Was Lifted From 
Its Foundation— Btoue Cutter Struck 


< by WljlmK Timber* ana Died Later 


Portsmouth, N. H., Augt 9.— A dis- 


astrous windstorm passed over tins sec- 
tion shortly after 8 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, causing the ^deaths of two 
persons on Seavey's Island, and injur- 
ing half a dozen otliors. • The dead are: 
Mrs. L. M, Mealey, wife of a member 
of the naval band at the navy yard, and 
Joel Pearson. 


The storm caine dead from the west, 


and for 10 minutes blew a gale of ter- 
rific fury, affecting a district within a 
radius of about 10 miles. The greatest 
force of the gale woe exerted on Sea- 
vey's island, where the big granite 
shed of Contractor Pierce, who Is con- 
structing the new dry dock at the navy 
yard, was converted into a mass of do- 
bris, and it was at this place where all 
the casualties occurred. ' 


The shed was 150 by 60 feet, con- 


sisting simply of a large roof supported 
by timbers, with no sides to it, and un- 
der this several persons had gathered, 
seeking protection from the storm. The 
storm came upon them with such fierce- 
ness that the roof was lifted bodfly 
from its supports, and even the large 
travelling crane 'was lifted from its 
foundations by the force of the wind. 


Mrs. Mealey was struck by the crane 


and knocked to tie ground, and her 
daath was almost instantaneous. 
Mrs. 


Mealey's husband and her 2-year-old 
son were with her at the time, but both 
escaped injury. The entire party was 
buried beneath the wreck of the falling 
roof, and it was at first thought that 
several lives had been lost. Joel Pear- 
son, a stone cutter, who had been 
struck by flyiflg timbers, died soon af- 
ter being taken to the hospital. None 
of the injuries sustained by the others 
will result seriously. As soon as word 
had been received of the disaster at the 
navy yard, the naval hospital corps re- 
sponded and removed the injured to 
the hospital, where they received med- 
ical treatment.

BUSINESS IN FAR EAST. 


Status of Commercial Rivalry 


In the Philippines. 


IEED OF AH AMEEIOAN BAH& 


|3«tabll«htneiit of One Would RelI«T« 


Our Bnsinea* Element of Many Dif- 
ficulties-Attractive Fields for lu- 
Yeatment Presented In the Ben», 
Copra, Tobacco, Lumber and Co* 
coanut Trade*. -v-<*- 
The question of the hour in the com- 


mercial world of Manila today Is, 
"Who shall control Philippine busi- 
ness?" The best of the business of 
these islands has long been, in the 
hands of Englishmen, and they arc 
now stubbornly contesting every inch 
of American, advance into their pre- 
serves, says tbe Manila correspondent 
of tlie Now York TrHmne, writing 
under the date of June 28. American 
business men who have come to Ma- 
nila with a limited capital to invest 
In Philippine industrial and commer- 
cial enterprises find themselves in a 
position parallel to that of the inde- 
pendent oil producer of the United 
States. Tbe giants In the business 
world here are McLeod & Co., who own 
the Compania Maritima; Smith, Bell 
& Co., and Warner, Barnes & Cfo. To 
rise the popular phrase, these concerns 
have gobbled up everything in sight 
Hemp, sugar, copra, cocoa, transporta- 
tion, banking, insurance—everything ia 
'grist that comes to their mill, and their 
agents are almost everywhere through- 
out the archipelago. Their members 
are heavy stockholders in Manila's 
chipf banks, tho Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Banking corporation and 
the 


Chartered Bank of India, Australia 
and China, and no American competi- 
tor can get even ordinary banking ac- 
commodation at these institutions. 
There is one other bank in Manila, the 
Banquo Es'panol Filipino, but it is 
dominated by the stronger English 
concerns. 


If citizens of the'United States are 


to control Philippine business, their 
first step will have to be the establish- 
ment of their own bank in Manila, and 
it seems incredible tbat no American 
bank has been established in Manila 
to date, for, with tbe entire insular 
government and army as its patrons, 
its profits would be immediate and 
magnificent. Ever since American oc- 
cupation the English banks have re- 
ceived the beneiit of millions of dollars 
of government deposits, and American 
business men here are justly Indigannt 
at the course taken by these banks in 
witbholdiug ordinary business courtesy 
from the citizens -of a government that 
Is so favoring them. 


While the establishment of a bank 


owned by citizens of the United States 
would relieve the American business 
element of many of its present difficul- 
ties, the chief drawback to the imme- 
diate commercial supremacy of Ameri- 
cans in the Philippines is their igno- 
rance of tbe field. Tbe Englishman 
has been here"for years. He knows tbe 
country, its products and its peoples. 
Furthermore, by a judicious system of 
loans to planters he has tied up for 
himself many of tbe choicest crops of 
the islands, and by long commercial 
supremacy he has won the confidence 
of the native traders. The Yankee will 
find a worthy business rival In the far 
eastern colonial Englishman, and in 
the Philippines there Is a fine promise 
of "war to the knife" between tbe two, 
for there are prizes here that are worth 
the battle. 


The greatest field for development at 


present' is interisland transportation in 
connection with the hemp, copra, to- 
bacco and lumber trades. Present fa- 
cilities are very poor and entirely inad- 
equate to handle present business, 
much less the great increase that is 
soon to come. This traffic is now mo- 
nopolized by the English firms men- 
tioned, and in addition to the regular 
commercial business they get much 
government freight from Manila to in- 
terisland ports. 


The copra situation offers a flne ex- 


ample of Philippine business procedure 
and profits. The Manila merchant pays 
the cocoanut planter $1 Mexican a tree 
yearly rental. Each tree bears annu- 
ally about 125 nuts, and three trees 
will turn out two plculs of dried copra. 
The process of converting the cocoanut 
into copra consists simply in cutting 
the nut in half and placing it In the 
sun. 
When the meat is dried suffi- 


ciently it falls out of the shell and Is 
baled into piculs. The current price 
for tt, picul of copra in Manila at this 
date (June 28) is $0. Thus it will be 
seen that ttie planter gets $3 for the 
product of three trees that net tbe 
Manila merchant approximately $Y2. 
Copra is nearly all shipped to Mar- 
seilles, France, and there the oil is ex- 
tracted and used in the manufacture of 
fine toilet soaps, etc. To illustrate the 
crudcness of business conditions in tbe 
Philippines, attention Is called to tbe 
fact tbat tbe raw copra in bulk is 
shipped to Europe, whereas If the oil 
could be extracted from tbe nuts there 
a great saving would be made both In 
freight and from loss In the evapora- 
tion of the oil In the copra state. How- 
ever, the profits are so large as it IB 
tbat only live competition will arouse 
the oriental merchant to the meaning 
of the words "saving in freight and 
wastage." 


Cocoanut planting presents a. most 


attractive field for investment. Cocoa- 
nut trees grow well In many parts of 
the archipelago nnd commence to bear 
after the fifth year. There are about 
500 trees to tbe acre of cocoannt grove, 
and even at the less than value rental 
of $1 a tree tbe ownership of 100 ncre* 
of healthy cocoanut trees Is a comfort- 
able l.i,...,^;,, i^jcc-uliy since the trees 
bear well up to the ninetieth year. 


The Island of Negros has some of the 


fihest sugar lands in the world, and 
the people there are the most peaceful 
In the archipelago. With proper super- 
vision, transportation facilities and 
labor this Island will become a world 
factor In sugar. The orange industry 
Is also capable of unlimited develop- 
ment In the Philippine Islands. A good 
native orange grows wild in many of 
the .provinces, and with proper cultiva- 
tion there If ao reason _wfry the Philip- 


sho 
f> ^t »4i»e fine orange*," for 


the clima<>' m idcftj for their culture. 
Coffee Las already been grown with 
success au.l profit in Batangns prov- 
ince. The industry was seriously in- 
jured a few years ago by a worm tbat 
ate the plant, but a graft which the 
worm will not attack has now been 
found and the restoration of permanent 
peace will bring a revival of coffee 
planting in Batongas and elsewhere. 


Tobacco planting and manufacturing 


must also be reckoned among the 
highly profitable industries in the Phil- 
ippines of the future, as it has been for 
many years in the past. 


But perhaps tbe greatest wealth of 


the Philippines is in the forests. Cap- 
tain George P. Aheartt, in charge of the 
forestry bureau, estimates that there 
are from 20,000,000 to 40,000,000 acres 
of virgin forest in the archipelago. He 
has listed 605 species of native trees, 
the gr'eat majo*lty being valuable hard 
woods. 


There is a great demand in Manila— 


in fact, all through the orient—for con- 
struction timber. 
This demand will 


continue, as many important public 
works nre contemplated in the Philip- 
pines, many private enterprises will 
make demands, thousands of houses 
will be built, and when the present con- 
dition of these islands and the vast 
amount of work to be done are con- 
sidered it would be difficult to foretell 
when the present high prices for timber 
wiU materially lessen. 
In view of 


these facts the opportunity for modern 
Bawmills and woodworking machinery* 
in the Philippines is very obvious. 


Manila is a city of 250,000 persona, 


with practically, no street car service. 
An electric street carsline and lighting 
plant, an American department store 
handling American goods and a good 
hotel are tbe city's most crying needs 
at present, and all these enterprises 
would pay enormous profits. Nor, cou- 
trary to the prevailing impression, is- 
there any hindrance to the formation 
of stock companies to do business in 
the Philippines. Following is an ex- 
tract from an opinion on this subject 
by the leading attorneys at Manila, 
which opinion has already been sus- 
tained there: 


"We are of the opinion that a corpo- 


ration duly arganized In any of the 
United States in accordance with the 
laws of such state can engage here In 
the business authorized in its articles 
(such articles should provide for the 
operation of the corporation in the 
Philippines) and that such corporation 
would have the undoubted right to ac- 
quire and hold property of all descrip- 
tion, including real estate, in the Phil- 
ippine Islands." 


On the whole, everything points to 


unprecedented business activity in tbe 
Philippines during the next two or 
three years, and It is safe to predict 
that the foundation for some great for- 
tunes will be laid here within tbat 
time. Shall they be'American or Eng- 
lish?

TRAVELERS IN CHINA. 


Government Tnkei St«pi to Protect 


Foreign Tonrixti. 


The state department at Wasbingtou 


has received through Mr. Squlers, sec- 
retary of the legation at Peking, a note 
from Li Hung Chang describing tbe 
regulations for 'tlie control of the 
mounted patrol which it is proposed to 
establish along tbe road between Ching- 
Ting and Pao-Ting-Fu. 
Mr. Squiers 


says this !s the flrst step on the part of 
the Chinese authorities toward the pro 
tcction of foreigners traveling through 
the disturbed districts of the provinces 
of Sbansi and Cbj-li., 


The regulations'aje quaintly express- 


ed, but in substance they provide for 
the establishment of military posts at 
nine stations on tbe roads, the com- 
manders of whicb are to furnish es- 
corts for travelers. The escort is to 
keep within 12 feet of the travelers, 
whose pace must set theirs. It is to 
disperse people -who gather about tbe 
traveler and are boisterous, and its 
members are not to accept any pay 
from a traveler under pain of dismiss- 
al. A post will be forwarded every 
two days.

Evening Sun. He was then a lieuten- 
ant Admiral Howlson Is a native of 
tbe District of Columbia and waa ap- 
pointed to the navy from Indiana on 
Sept. 20, 1854. On leaving the Naval 
academy la 1858 be was assigned to 
the Mediterranean squadron. He after- 
ward saw service with the gulf squad- 
ron and in Chesapeake bay. At the 
outbreak of the civil war be had at- 
tained the rank of master. He was 
present at the surrender of Fort Bum- 
ter by General Anderson In April, 1861.

son in North Adams, IOO 


Years Old Tomorrow 


OFTEN EXPRESSED WISH GRANTED 


Wanted to be a Centenarian, But 


Wouldn't Live His Life Over tor 


All North Adams. Sjory of 


Eventful Life 


Tomorrow Peter McDarby, the oldest 


person in North Adams, will round 
out the 100th year of his life, and his 
often expressed wish that he might 
live to be a centenarian will have been 
granted. 


A long life It has been, but unevent- 


ful, and, though age has not seriously 
'impaired the oiu man's faculties, yet 
he looks back on the century passed as 
through a mist, here and there bright 
spots appearing, but mostly the dull 
monotony of humdrum labor. 


Ko\v at the end of 100 years he is 


obliged to keep to his bed owing to 
a stroke of paralysis, but aside from 
his "tarnation legs" he says he is as 
"spry as ever." Considering his age, 
his mind is quite clear, 
though 
at 


times his recollection becomes rather 
ha?,y 


He has lived for the past 20 years 


with Mrs. E. M. Preo of 24 River 
street, who cares for him now that he 
Is' unable to care for himself. There 
the Transcript reporter called on Mr. 
McDarby. 
After the usual inquiries 


had been made as to his health, the 
reporter asked if he was contented in 
his old age_ 
A far-away look carne 


into the old man's eyes, and he said 
slowly: 


"Well, the' people here couldn't be 


kinder to me if they were my own 
family, but I do get pretty lonesome 
and tired sometimes, lying here help 
less. Let me see, it has been most 
two years sinr-o I have been out of the 
house. I used to take care of the gar- 
den. The women do that now, but," he 
added under his breath, with a furtive 
glance into the next room, "uhat do 
they know about gardening?" 


Just before leaving, 
the 
reporter 


recollected the question recently put 
to Andrew Carnegie, and asked it. 


"No," answered the venerable man 


emphatically, "I wouldn't live my life 
over for all North Adams." 


It has been planned to take the cen- 


tenarian for a little drive about the 
city on his birthday If the conditions 
are favorable. He says that he would 
like to see Main street once more be- 
fore he dies, though he hardly ex- 
pects to recognize it. 
T"' 


Mr. McDarby wag born in StockpQrt, 


N. Y. when that section o£ the country 
was called the "West." Left alone in 
the world at an early age, he was 
"bound out" to a farmer in Ghent, N. 
Y., whom he served until reaching his 
majority. 
Mr. McDarby does not re- 


call the next few years of his life very 
clearly, but says that he'worked for 
several farmers in the locality 'of his 
native 
town, and came to Adams, 


which then included North Adams, be 
tween 30 and 10 years of age. 


Here he was employed for a long 


time as night watchman in the va- 
rious mills, but after the old Johnson 
mill burned down, he took to sawing 
<jvood for a living. Up to five years 
ago the bent form of the sturdy old 
fellow with his saw and sawbuck was 
a familiar figure in the city streets. 


Two years ago he suffered a. stroke 


of paralysis in his legs and has been 
obliged to keep his bed ever since, 
though 
he 
is 
otherwise 
perfectly 


healthy. 


The Transcript reporter, when ha 


called to see Mr. McDarby, was usher 
ed upstairs and found himself very 
unexpectedly in the presence of the 
two extremes of life, for Mrs Preo, 
was dividing her 
attention between 


the centenarian and a 
healthy five 


months old infant in the next room. 
Mr. McDarby was dozing peacefully in 
his bed, and looked like a veritable pa- 
triarch with long snow white hair and 
beard. When the reporter entered he 
looked up brightly and was soon talk- 
ing away cheerfully about past ex- 
periences. 


The hardship's he suffered 
as 
a 


"bound" boy seemed to stand out most 
clearly in his mind, and he spoke of 
that period of his life in bitter terms. 


"Yes," he said, "I was brought up 


In the same town with President Van 
Buren. Used to fish in the pond on 
his place, that is, whenever I got a 
chance to fish at all. Most of the time 
it was work all day with me ,from the 
first thing in the morning to the last 
at night. 
Farming it was a pretty 


hard life for a boy in those days. 
Many's the time I've been hitched into 
the thills with 
another 
farm 
hand 


when there wasn't a horse handy." 


Under thc-so circumstances it is not 


surprising that Mr. McDarby never re- 
ceived any education. The farmer to 
whom he was bound out didn't believe 
in wasting valuable time over books, 
and if even a picture book was dis- 
covered on the place the owner there- 
of was taken out to the barn and se- 
verely thrashed. 


The boy, however, had a strong de- 


sire to learn to read, and once, when 
about 18 years old, defied 
his 
em- 


ployer with an open book in his hand. 
An old fashioned flail was standing 
near ,and as a result Mr. *McDarby has 
gone through life more or less a crip- 
ple. 
To this 
circumstance 
the old 


man ascribes 
his 
present 
helpless 


condition. 


Though the Inability to read has of 


late years been a source of trouble to 
him, 
he has many friends, made dur- 


ing his long connection with the Bap- 
tist church, who drop in occasionally 
and read to him. 
The 
bible is his 


favorite book, but he takes a lively in 
terest In "what's going on" around 
him and the pleasantest part of his 
day Is In the 
evening when 
some 


member of the family sits down at 
his bedside with the Transcript to read 
to him the events of the day. 


When books and papers are not avail 


able the centenarian lights his plpo 
and Irts hlR mind wander buck to the 
times few men can remember. This 
old brlnnvood pipe Is one of big great- 
est comforts, and ho always ke_eps It 
on. a table with matches and tobacco 
within cnsy reach. 


The burning of the old Johnson mill 


is a landmark In Mr. McDarby's life. 
He was night watchman at the time 
the flre occurred and it in said that by 
his coolness .and heroism a terrible 
boiler explosion was avoided. When 
questioned about his part in the Oc- 
currence Mr. McDarby 
became 
ex- 


tremely modest, "All I remember," he 
said, "is that I was out of a job and a 
new pair of boots I left In the boiler 
room. I've always though somebody 
set fire to the mm on purpose," 


Mr. McDarby has not gone through 


life alone_ He has been married twice, 
his second wife dying only three years 
ago. 
Of his nine children, now all 


dt>ad, he speaks very tenderly of tone 
in particular, 
his 'son "Robert, who 


seived through the civil war. 


One hundred years old though he is, 


Mr. McDarby's life jg not yet over, and 
his friends believe thathestilJhasmany 
days before him. They will do every- 
thing they can to make the remainder 
of his life as pleasant as possible, and 
when hig end does come, it will be re- 
corded, according to his long chorlshed 
wish, as the passing away of 
the 


North Adams centenarian.
